people's. owned plants (VE81. These plants were then placed divectly uwodex the 
control of the Ministry for Heyy Industries. <A short time ago, the name of the 
iaetisale was deprived of its personal cheracter and the Asid "Bear" trade-mark 
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vas also eliminsted. The plant was then designated as "Serum-Werk VERB, Dessau” 
and was given the "gear with scroseed hemmers" ineignia of the ether people's 
awaed plants. With the SED“policy becoming more rigerous, it could be asen that 
reactionary personnel on the management staff of the plant would be uc lenger 
tclerated but scon replaced by those personnel "faithful te the party Jine". 

The Pharma together with the Ministry fer deevry Industries Waa aware of the 
fact that the management staff of the Dessau {netitute, including Dr. VeOrg 
Saxinger, head of the Selentific Research and Promotional Department, was most 
unreliable from the standpoint af the SED. — 


Whide the. political situetion was pending, Professer Roéhrer and Dr. Saxinger 
aivempted to transform the Institute inte a state serum institute. Gr Ore 
nerasicn they negetlated along these lines with Professor Dr. med. vet. Martin 
aerche, head of the Central Testing Institute fer Veterinary Vaceines. Professor 
Lercile is now Dean of the Feculty of Veterinary Medicine, Free University, 
Berlin. The transformation of the Asid Serum-Institute inte a state institute 
wes not possible fer the following reasons:
